The  Czechs  are  willing  to  concede 
local  autonomy  within  di.strlct.s  and  municipali- 
ties and  to  broaden  the  Sudeten  share  of  control 
In  the  Provinces. 

('/' rho.slovakla  has  a  population  comprised  of 
10.000,000  Czechoslovaks,  3,500,000  Germans,  700- 
000  Hungarians,  550,000  Ru'thenlans,  M,600  Poles 
and  200,000  Jrw.s  and  othcr.s  The  country  I.s  one 
of  strategic  Importance  and  great  Industrial 
wealth.  The  crux  In  Lord  Rundntan's  mission  Is 
^»  r»i«ttfir^«thip  ai  Czechoslovakia  with  her  more 
powerful  neighbors,  and  particularly  with  Ger- 
many. There  is.  too,  the  great  difficulty  of  meet- 
ing the  claims  of  the  Sudeten  Germans  owing  to 
the  stem  determination  of  the  Czechoslovaklan 
Government  to  preserve  the  Integrity  of  the 
frontiers  of  the  Slate  What  I.nrd  Runclman  Is 
attempting  Is  tu  establish  a  better  atmosphere  in 
which  concessions  will  be  more  likely.  The  task 
Is  a  mo.st  dimcult  one,  but  the  ^;nal  i.s  well  worth 
while.  The  mediator  has  met  M.  Hodza,  the 
Prime  Minister  of  Czechoslovakia,  and  Herr 
Hrnlein,  tlie  leader  of  the  Sudeten  Germans.  The 
solution  of  the  dimcultics  tliat  prevail  will  not 
be  a  sud<Jen  one;  if  It  is  tu  be  achieved  li  may 
take  months  of  negotiation.

Thl.s  Province  ha.s  had  the  lesson,  ofttimes 
repealed,  of  the  evil  dune  by  fraudulent  share- 
mongers.  It  might  be  well  in  the  interests  of  the 
liivr  g  public  here  to  .study  Icni.slntion  which 
IS  lu  be:  paiiod  ul  the  next  .scs.sion  of  the  Britisli 
Parliament  to  dtal  wlth  this  evil,  or  at  least  to 
mitigate  Its  proce^^rs  The  British  Rill  is  called 
the  Preventloh  of  Fraud  i  Investments)  Act.  The 
most  Important  clause  of  all  that  It  contains  Is 
the  following:  "Any  person  who  .  .  by  any 
prunu.M'  or  foreca.st  which  he  has  no  reasonable 
ground  for  suppMlng  to  be  ^kely  to  be  fulfilled  or 
verified.  Induces  or  attempts  to  induce  another 
person  to  enter  into  .  .  .  any  a^;ieement  for 
I  the  sale  or  purchase  of  any  shares,  participations, 
commodities,  etc  ,  or  prntit.s  arl.sing  from  market 
deals,  etc.t,  shall,  on  conviction  on  indictment, 
be  liable  to  up  to  seven  years'  penal  servitude." 

The  clau.'^e  quoted  can  cover  all  prospcctu.ses 
There  is,  under  the  legislation,  to  be  a  system  of 
revocable  licences  for  all  save  certain,  recognized 
and  excmptrd  dralers  in  securities.  In  this  way 
the  unde^iiables  will  be  weeded  out.  Hitherto 
financial  frauds  of  the  character  it  is  sought  to 
eliminate  have  .succeeded  becau.se  the  victims 
have  not  had  the  resources  tu  seek  tlic  remedy  of 
clYll  action.  This  Is  altered  In  the  proposed  law. 
Tlie  London  Daily  TclcRraph.  commenting  on  the 
legislation,  says;  '  No  one  Imagines  that  this  new 
measurs  wlU  abolish  share-pushing  and  similar 
nefarious  practlrrs  nt  a  stroke,  since  in  the  last 
resort  it  Is  Impossible  by  legislation  alone  to 
protect  fools  from  their  own  folly.  But  the  dls- 
reputalile  pests  who  prey  on  the  iRnnrance  and 
credulity  of  certain  types  of  investor  will  hence- 
forward find  their  operations  considerably  more 
difficult  and  more  liable  to  detection  " 


The  Calgary  Albertan,  which  for  more  than  a 
year  was  the  official  organ  of  the  Alberta 
Social  Credit  Party,  says:  "Social  Credit,  as  out- 
lined and  as  promised  to  the  people  of  Alberta 
in  the  campaign  of  1935,  Is  finished;  There  will 
be  no  new  economic  order  In  Alberta,  designed 
by  any  Provincial  Government.  There  can  be.no 
provincial  control  of  money  or  credit.  "Bwolt 
dividends'  will  not  be  paid."  The  Social  Credit 
organ,  .which  has  lost  lU  faith,  says  the  great 
problem  facing  the  Provincial  Administration  at 
this  time  IS  that  of  telUng  the  people  that  "it 
can't  be  done  "  It  forecasts  a  frank  statement 
to  this  effect  in  the  near  future,  an  admission 
that  an  hope  has  been  abandoned.  It  Is,  perhaps, 
wrong  In  this  respect.  Premier  Aberhart's  tenure 
of  power  depends  on  continued  advocacy  of  the 
theory  on  which  he  was  elected  to  ofTlce.  The 
frult.s  of  ofTlce  are  .sweet  to  him.  The  smcerity 
and  courage  he  possesses  are  strongly  intermixed 
with  prejudice  and  dogmatism.
